A.  HE  second  in  the  bibliographic  series  planned  for  periodic  publica- 
tion by  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commission,  this  volume 
follows  the  same  organizational  structure  as  the  first  issue,  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Bibliography:  /.  Additions  Through  1970.  The  only  difference 
is  that  while  the  present  volume  includes  a few  entries  from  earlier  years,  it 
focuses  almost  exclusively  on  writings  produced  in  the  period  1971-1973, 
thus  conforming  to  the  three-year  coverage  anticipated  for  each  future 
volume.
